BEAL ADMITS COST OF GAS MAKING 
MATERIALS IS SUBSTANTIALLY LOWER

The petition and complaint of ' 


Mavor Canfleld again* the Kingston 


Gas and Electfle Company for a de- 
crease in gas rates was tried before 
Chairman 'Prendergast of th« Public 
Sen-ice Commission at the offices of 
the 
Comminfion in New York city 


yesterday. 


The city, through Mayor Canfield. 


claimed .that the increaser given the 
company from 11.25 to II.70 per one 
thousand cubic feet of gts. plus a 
gen-ice charge of fifty cents per 
month, was based chiefly upon the 
increase of the cost of labor, gas oil 
and gas coal in 1920. The mayor 
further claimed that th* cost of 
thesecitems had now considerably 
decreased and that the reduction in 
cost warranted a lower gas rate. 


The commission heard the original 


case of the company for an increased 
rate in October and November . of 
1920. 
Much testimony was 
taken 


bearing upon the operating' revenue 
and expenses of the gas department 
covering a period 
of 
years. 
The 


commission made an order in Janu- 
ary last granting the company the 
increase. 
The -order provided • that 


the rate* should continue 
for a 


period-of,six months and thereafter 
until the commission should other- 
wise order. 
At the expiration of the 


six months-Mayor Canfleld filed the 
petition _fcwsd«cre*ied rates., 


T. R- Deal, president of the com- 


pany, testified for the company as to 
the "receipts and expenditure* for the 
years 1919, 1920 .and for a s*ven 
months period this year.. He claimed 
that the company would only receive 
a six per cent return if the present 
rates continued. The company filed 
schedules *ud tables showing in 
detail the rertnue. and expenses. 


Under cross-examination of Mayor 


Canfleld, Mr. -Beal testified that the 
three main items "of expense were 
labor, gas oil aiyTcoal- He admitted 
that labor hadf decreased about ten 
per cent, and that "gas oil which was 
about thirteen cents per gallon a year 
ago is now about six and one-half 
cents, and that coal which was eleven 
dollars per ton in -1920 is now about 
.eight dollars and a'half per ton. He 
further admitted that in his opinion 
the present lower price* would con- 
tinue. He further testified that he 
could not mention any item entering 
into the expense of producing gas 
which had increased in cost. Mr. 
Beal was also examined by Francis 
C. Jlerritt, representing the. Tax- 
payers Association. 
' Captain Everett Fowler presented 
and filed-a petition signed by many 
hundreds of substantial gas con- 
sumers protesting against the present 
rates of the. gas and Commissioner 
Prendergast promised to investigate 
it. 


An adjournment was taken' for 


two weeks* at-which time 
further 


testimony may be given. Mayor 
Canfield appealed, for the city. Mr. 
Merritt for the Taxpayers 
Associa- 


'tion. which was. also represented by 
its President. Jay Terry, and Could 
t Wilkie of New York city repre- 
sented the Gas Company.

:hundred million Americans, old anil 
young, male and female, should be 
taken and filed away for reference 
according to Detective Burns, now 
chief of the Department of Justice's 
Bureau. 
In the view of'Mr. Burns, 


nobody who is not "wanted" by the 
police, or who is not cot afraid that 
some day he may be, ought to hesi- 
tate to put his fingerprints on record; 
the good citizen is perfectly safe in 
doing it and ought to be willing thus 
to aid the round up of present and 
future bad citizens. 
Mr. Burns has 


convinced Mr. Harding, given 
i 


epectability to tbe proposed colossal 
collection by starting it with the pres- 
ident's fingerprints, and now wants 
everybody else to fall In line. But it 
is pretty safe to predict that relative- 
ly few will do so—unless Mr. Burns 
can secure a Federal law or still an- 
other constitutional amendment re- 
quiring universal fingerprinting. 


From the point of view of Mr. 


Burns the scheme has its advantages; 
it might catch many an evil doer who 
might otherwise escape.

print identificaton has too long been 
associated with crime and the rogue's 
gallery for the average man or wom- 
an to think favorably of the proposi- 
tion. If Mr. Burns, with Mr. Hard-

But one of the most re- 
markable things .that she told was 
about the result of the world war 
on the attitude toward women in the 
Orient. Thousands'of men from In- 
dia were called to arms by Great 
Britain, and responded to the call. 
They went into the European land* i 
and associated with the best men of 
those lands and of America.. They 
lived, for the time, in cultured Euro- 
pean cities and saw the family life 
there. As a consequence their entire 
idea of their own women underwent 
a radical change. When they return- i 
ed to their homes they began to de- 
mand better things and conditions, 
especially for their daughters.-educa- 
tion in particular. With such a de- 
mand and the gradual breaking down 
of the caste system, the Orient faces 
a dawn of new life. Fortunately the
